481400 men; the Government to have power to 
appropriate railways io Limes of emergency.

LONDON, Dec. 16.—The defensive works pre 
posed by the Secretary of War are estimated to 
cost Ans million pounds, and the new artillery 
ten million pounds. 

The Ampgiec-American Commissions. 

Mr. Gladstone made some ‘explanationin re- 
gard tothe Anglo-American Commission. It 
wes empowered to discuss amicably all differ- 
ences. Any difficulties arising were to be re- 
ferred to the dome government by cable, and 
instructions would be returned the same way.

A DOOR FOR THE DEMOCRATS. 


MEMPHIS, February 16.—The Avalanche’s Little 
Rock special says articles of impeachment were 
(to-day presented inthe House against Goversor 
Clayton by Mr. Padgett. The charges are sub- 
stan tially as follows: 

That be bas conspired with the members of 
the Supreme Court of the State to malictousis 
and aplewfaully deprive the Lieutenant Governor 
of his office, when he bad been lawfully elected 
by the people, and qualified according to the 
const itutlon aad laws. 

He bas unlawfully removed N. H. Lock, County 
and Probate Judge of Clark county, who was 
also constituttovally elected. 

He has directed, encouraged and aided the 
frauds in the election for a Senator aad three 
Representatives to the General Assembly from 
the Thirteenth district. 

He bag accepted pecualary consideration fof 
issuing State bonds or obligations to and in favor 
of — yo Memphis and Little Rock and Fort Smith 

pi, Ouachita and Red River Railroad 
oe in utter violation of the law and in 
disregard of his official duty as Governor; and 
is gully of other crimes and misdemeanors. 

It is therefore moved that he be suspended 
from exercising those functions. and that certain 
members pamed be appointed manager: on the 
pait of the House to conduct the impeachment; 
that the mapegers be Instructed to go to the 
bar of the Sena te, and in the name of the House 
of Representatives of the phople announce the 
impeachment of the Governor; acquaint the 
Sevate that the House in due time wili exhibit 
and make good the particulars articles ot the im- 
peachmeni; demand of the Senate to make an 
order for the appearance of the Governor.

As to the show of strength made by the 
Orleans faction, it is not, under the cir- 
cumstances, st all surprising.

In no part of the 
country did the frenzy and hate of the 
first Jacobins display themselves in more 
frightful forms of sacnlege and massacre 
than in Nantes and along the Loire. 
The stubborn loyalty of the pro- 
vincials, far from being shaken by such 
means, was only confirmed and inflamed. 
The priests led the people like heroes, and. 
all courted martyrdom together. One of

The money market hes settled into a tolerabiy 
easy ate, there being perfect confidence exist- 
ing among business circles, and trade, although 
healthy and prosperous, is not rusbed to such an 
extent as to create heavier demands than can 
be comfortably met. The banks charge from 9 to 
12 per cent. for movey, and money is lent on the 
street at 12 per cent. with some exceptions at 15 
per cent.

It passed from bank to bank at & per 
cent. discount, but we quote the current rate at 
1-10 discount buying, and 1-10 premium selling.
